Wildcats Prepare For 
Challenging '90 Campaign 


Over the past three seasons, the 
Arizona Wildcats have clearly esta- 
blished themselves as the top rushing 
team in the Pac-10 Conference. Solid 
coaching by Dick Tomey and staff. A 
good option offense. Some clever 
quarterbacks. Outstanding running 
backs. And big, effective linemen. 

That won't change at all in 1990. To 
be truthful, the Cats are so talented 
and deep at running back that the 
biggest question might be which flyer 
will lead the club in rushing. Plus 
quarterbacks George Malauulu and 
Ronald Veal have both shown they 
can lead their club to success. 

Arizona is getting oh-so-close to 
the conference crown. In fact, if the 
USC Trojans hadn't been quite so 
dominant over the past three years, 
there's no doubt that the boys from 
Tucson would have made their first 
trip to the Rose Bowl since joining the 
conference in '79. 

The '89 campaign produced big- 
time wins over Oklahoma (6-3), 
Washington (20-17), UCLA (42-7), 
Washington State (23-21) and Arizona 
State (28-10). A disappointing loss to 
Texas Tech (24-14) preceeded 


conference setbacks to Oregon 
(16-10) and USC (24-3), the most 
damaging blow to Arizona's 
conference hopes. A 17-10 triumph 
over North Carolian State in Tucson's 
own Copper Bowl gave Tomey's team 
an 8-4 overall record. The Cats fin- 
ished 5-3 in the Pac-10, good enough 
for a second-place tie with 
Washington and Oregon. 

But that's old news now. Let's get 
back to '90. Arizona suffered some 
serious losses to graduation, namely 
NFL first-round picks Chris Singleton 
(OLB) and Anthony Smith (DT), as 
well as David Eldridge (RB), Glenn 
Parker (OL), John Brandom (OL), 
Doug Pfaff (PK), Ken Hakes (NG), 
Donnie Salum (LB), Scott Geyer (DB) 
and Chris Wright (DB). There's some 
real men on that list and no one 
knows right now if the Cat roster is 
deep enough to replace those 
performers. 

In addition, another grueling 
schedule awaits Arizona. All nine con- 
ference opponents and Illinois will line 
up against the Cats, with the UCLA, 
USC and Washington matchups on 
the road.

Sophomore Richard Griffith has quick- 
ly established himself as one of the top 
tight ends in the conference. 


But don't be fooled. Many experts 
are so impressed with the Cats that 
another first-division finish is 
considered a certainty and a 
conference trophy is not out of the 
question. 

The multitude of runners include 
seniors Reggie McGill (5-9, 195), Art 
Greathouse (5-11, 210), Mike 
Streidnig (5-10, 225), junior Mario 
Hampton (6-0, 215), sophs Michael 
Bates (5-10, 190), Errol Sapp 
(5-8, 165) and redshirt freshmen 
Lamont Lovett (5-10, 195), Devon 
Robinson (5-10, 220) and Billy 
Johnson (5-9, 195). 

McGill is the leading returning 
rusher; he darted for 507 yards on just 
89 carries last fall. Greathouse is back 
after missing the '89 season with a 
foot injury. He won second-team 
All-Pac-10 honors in '88. Hampton is 
a load inside, while Bates and Sapp 
are super-quick. Need proof. As a 
freshman, Bates captured the con- 
ference 100 and 200 meter titles in 


May. There isn't a better corps of run- 
ning backs anywhere in the country 
and Arizona hopes that pays big 
dividends against even its toughest 
opponents. 

The picture at quarterback is 
unique. Malauulu, just a sophomore, 
appears ready to lead the Wildcat 
attack to new heights, if he can avoid 
injuries. He's an elusive runner and a 
capable passer who was brilliant 
before going down with a knee injury 
in '89. 

Of course, senior Ronald Veal has 
led Arizona to some big wins, but the 
question is: can the Cats win the Pac- 
10 with a quarterback hitting just 39% 
of his passes. Maybe Veal will be 
more effective this time around, or 
maybe Malauulu will win the job for 
good. Who knows? But everyone — 
especially Tomey — knows this team 
must throw the ball better. 

The receivers lack experience, for 
the most part. Soph tight end Richard 
Griffith (6-5, 240) is highly respected, 
particularly for his blocking skills. 

The playing time at the split end 
slot should go to soph Kyle Jan (6-4, 
220) and junior speedster James 
Bullock (5-10, 175). 

The shock troops up front feature 
center Paul Tofflemire (6-2, 270), 
guards Rick Warren (6-1, 260), Nick 
Fineanganofo (6-5, 310) and tackles 
John Fina (6-5, 250) and Robert Flory 
(6-5, 280). 

Tofflemire, Fineanganofo and Fina 
are returning regulars. All are juniors 
with the exception of Flory, who's 
back for his senior year after sitting 
out '89 with a back injury. 

Obviously, the offensive line must 
come together for the Cats to 
continue their blistering ground attack, 
which netted over 240 yards per con- 
test last season. There's no reason to 
think that this year's group won't get 
the job done. 

Defensively, Arizona was 
exceptional last time out. It's doubtful 
the Cats can be as dominant on this 
side of the pigskin, but Tomey is 
hoping for the best. 

The down linemen are veteran 
tackles Reggie Johnson and Ty 
Parten, while transfer Paul Glonek 
finally gets his chance at nose guard. 

Johnson, a 6-4, 240-pound 
lightning-quick senior, figures to

blossom into one of the Cats' best 
performers in '90. 

Parten, a formidable 6-5, 255- 
pound sophomore, will be seeing his 
first full-time duty. He's ready. 

Glonek, at 6-5 and 275 pounds, sat 
out last year but hopes to make his 
first (and last — he's a senior) year at 
Arizona one to remember. A transfer 
from lowa, Glonek might be the most 
physical player on the Cats' defensive 
front. 

Senior Pat James (6-6, 240) has 
seen some playing time and should 
be the Wildcats' first tackle in off the 
bench. 

Now, the biggest obstacle facing 
Tomey and staff in '90. How do you 
replace Chris Singleton? 

They don't. But they don't have him 
any more — the NFL New England 
Patriots do. So they must move on. 

Arizona is known for its great 
linebackers and this year's team will 
be fine, thanks to the presence of 
seniors Darren Case (6-2, 220), Zeno 
Alexander (6-1, 225) and Arnulf 
Mobley (6-4, 210). 

Alexander, a three-year starter, and 
Mobley will set up at the outside 
backer posts; while Case, another 
three-year regular, will work inside 
with sophomore Marcel Wade (6-2, 
230). Case was second on the team 
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seniors Reggie Johnson (left) and Jeff 


last year with 108 stops. Additional 
talent is available, but it's young 
talent. Experienced depth is a con- 
cern, especially if and when injuries 
occur. 

The secondary is strong, sparked 
by all-conference players Jeff 
Hammerschmidt (first-team) and 
Darryl Lewis (second-team). 

Hammerschmidt (5-10, 180) was 
making big play after big play, until his 
campaign was cut short by a knee 
injury. Despite that, he still contributed 
87 tackles and four interceptions to 
the Wildcat cause. He'll certainly be 
one of the best in the league again 
this year. 

Lewis (5-9, 185) is a top-notch 
corner who grabbed five interceptions 
last year to lead his club. He should 
have a big senior year too. 

Rounding out the secondary are 
veterans Todd Burden (6-1, 185) and 
Richard Holt (6-2, 195). 

The punter will be JC transfer Josh 
Miller, who can kick but is completely 
untested at this level. 

Senior Gary Coston should once 
again assume the placekicking 
chores, since Doug Pfaff has 
graduated. He'll do fine. 

Wildcat fans, you're in for another 
good year. Maybe even better than 
good.

The gun sounds. The Arizona 
Wildcats have just defeated North 
Carolina State, 17-10, in the first 
Copper Bowl. 

The local fans are happy. It's been 
another good year for the Cats. 

But the powers that be at the 
Copper Bowl — especially Executive 
Director Merle Miller — are already 
gazing into the future. What mistakes 
were made? How can the event be 
improved in the years to come? 

You see, the bowl business these 
days is anything but simple. Television 
contracts. Corporate sponsorships. 
Community involvement. Success 
doesn't come easy. 

But the Copper Bowl is off to a 
solid start. Its most important victory 
took place months before the Cats 
and the Wolfpack took the field. 

"Obtaining the Turner Broadcasting 
contract was our biggest plus in the 
year preceding the game," says Miller. 
"From a financial standpoint, it 
practically assured us of having a suc- 
cessful year." 


Recently, Domino's Pizza came 
aboard as the corporate sponsor, 
another positive indicator. 

"Next to our TV deal, Domino's 
involvement is probably the second- 
best thing that could happen to us," 
Miller says. "Not just for their financial 
assistance. They can give us great 
exposure through their 5,000 
Domino's outlets throughout the 
country." 

What about community involve- 
ment? "| was really happy with our 
board and the many volunteers," 
Miller comments. "Everything we had 
planned for the visiting teams came 
off well. | think for the first time, things 
went a little smoother than we anti- 
cipated they would. We have to be 
careful we don't let down this year." 

That's not to say there weren't 
problems the first time through. 
Tickets and volunteers. 

"| guess our biggest problem was 
the selling and handling of tickets," 
remembers Miller. "Even if you have a 
lot of seats, it's still difficult to make 
everybody happy. Plus we don't 
handle the tickets here (at the bowl 
office). The tickets will be available at 
Dillard's a lot earlier this year. 

"We didn't manage our volunteers 
very well. We had more than we could 
use, but we know there's a time 
coming when we're going to need 
everybody. That's one reason we're 
adding more events." 

Enter the Copper Bow! Tucson 
Balloon Festival, a longtime local 


event which has moved from 
February to mid November to be part 
of the festivities. The Copper Ball is 
just around the corner. That's a major 
fund raiser for the American Red 
Cross to be held December 7th at the 
Sheraton El Conquistador. And the 
new 10-day $1,000,000 Hole-in-One 
contest. 

"That's probably our biggest new 
event," says Miller. "There's lots of 
prizes. A new car. Trips. It should be a 
major event in the community that 
everyone can take part in that wants 
to hit a golf ball." 

Then, it's on to the parade, which 
will be held this year on the University 
of Arizona mall. That's on December 
21st. 

The second Copper Bowl game is 
set for New Year's Eve, with a 4 p.m. 
local kickoff time. 

"| don't think we'll look east of the 
Mississippi this year," predicts Miller. 
"We learned our lesson last year that 
it's hard for fans to travel that far. We 
want some teams where people can 
come by car. We're looking primarily 
at the Pac-10, WAC, Southwest, Big 
Ten and Big Eight Conferences." 

So the nation's newest bowl game 
moves on. The work of building the 
Copper Bowl into a major attraction 
continues. 

"We're set for the next two years 
with our television contract and 
corporate sponsor. We must re- 
negotiate both in 1992. We'll see what 
happens between then and now."

The most prolific scorer in 5A his- 
tory, a Heisman Trophy runnerup, the 
fastest back in the land and a national 
powerlifting champion highlighted the 
Decade of the 80's. 

Tempe McClintock’s Cleveland 
Colter, Sahuaro’s Rodney Peete, 
Amphi’s Michael Bates and Avondale 
Agua Fria's Randall McDaniel stood 
tree-tall above the rest. Colter and 
McDaniel are the only two-way per- 
formers. 

Since 1920, only five juniors have 
won player of the year honors in 
Arizona: Tucson's Hayzel Daniels, 
Mesa’s Whizzer White, Phoenix 
Union’s George Greathouse, St. 
Mary's David Mitchell and Tucson 
Sahuaro’s Peete.

In 1983, Sahuaro managed to 
advance two rounds into the state 
playoffs without Peete, who had 
moved to Kansas. But in 1982, Peete 
was a Cougar. In nine games, he 
completed 140 passes in 253 
attempts for 1,781 yards and 15 
touchdowns. In a 34-34 tie with 
Amphi, Peete passed for five TD's 
and a state-record 424 yards. He had 
an 83-yard quick kick against Sabino. 

“Arizona never had a better athlete 
at that position than Rodney Peete,” 
said Arizona head coach Larry Smith. 

Peete, whose father Willie was an 
all-state end at Mesa High, was a 
member of Sahuaro’s state 
championship basketball and baseball 
teams. He later led USC to back-to- 
back Rose Bowls and finished 
second in the Heisman Trophy

SAHUARO 


Gone are the likes of Mike Ciasca, 
Barry Bacon, Joe Lohmeier, Tyrone 
Waggoner, Grant Franzen, Terry 
lseminger, Steve McLaughlin and 
Ryan Jaten. All achieved at least all- 
league status. 

Ciasca, a 6-6, 290-pound offensive 
tackle, was an All-American generally 
regarded as one of the very best prep 
prospects in the nation. In fact, 
Ciasca, Lohmeier and McLaughlin 
each received football scholarships to 
the University of Arizona. 

But Breinig still has an excellent 
group returning, headed by tackles 
Matt McGlone (6-1, 235), Chris Ruhf 
(6-4, 240) and linebacker Mike Tweet 
(6-1, 205). This trio should make 
moving the ball on Sahuaro a real 
adventure. Also back on defense for 
the Cougars (12-1 in '89) are seniors 
Jole Miller (5-10, 180, LB), David 
Harris (6-0, 180, DB) and junior Tod 
Harris (6-1, 180, DB). 

David Harris and junior Ryan 
Hesson (6-2, 190) will get the first 
look at quarterback, while Tod Harris 
is Sahuaro's most promising prospect 
at running back. No doubt the 
Cougars will miss some of Bacon's 
1,500 yards rushing from a year ago, 
but whoever carries the ball will have 
another solid line to clear the way. 

Additional contributions will 
undoubtedly come from the remainder 
on the 21 lettermen back for more 
action, as well as graduates of last 
year's dynamite (8-0) junior varsity.

But James Simon, a 6-0, 
175-pound senior who broke the state 
record with a 108-yard kickoff return 
last year, is a legitimate threat running 
the football. 

Twelfth-graders Brian Williams

175) should also carry the mail for 
Buena. 

The leaders up front could be junior 
Jerold Hancock (6-0, 205) and seniors 
Charlie Vesci (6-1, 220) and Les 
Roach (6-0, 225). Up from the 4-4 JV 
are tackles Matt McKorkle (6-4, 225) 
and Bill McCraney (5-10, 220). 

If the Colts can overcome a poten- 
tial problem with depth, it figures to be 
a good year in Sierra Vista. 


AMPHI 


Well, the Panthers haven't run out 
of the Bates brothers yet and that 
certainly helps make them contenders 
again. Mario Bates, a 6-1, 200-pound 
senior, is back for his final stanza at 
Amphi after slashing for 1,043 yards 
rushing in '89. He should be one of 
the best runners in the state and is a 
good bet to follow older brothers 
Marion and Michael Bates — both 
playing at Arizona — into collegiate 
football. 

Veteran coach Vern Friedli also has 
a top-notch linebacker in junior John 
McGee (6-2, 215), who merely 
claimed all-league honors as a tenth- 
grader a year ago. Another junior to 
watch is Tom Hutoefer, a 6-4, 240- 
pound lineman who appears to have a 
bright future. 

The traditionally-strong Panthers 
face another difficult schedule and 
may not be up to their normal stan- 


dards. However, another trip to the 
playoffs is certainly within reach. 


TUCSON 


Todd Mayfield has 20 lettermen 
back at Tucson and the Badgers 
could be physical. It all starts with 
mammoth lineman Mark Romero, a 
senior. At 6-5 and 260 pounds, 
Romero should be a two-way starter 
at center and defensive tackle. 

Lending support in the trenches for 
Tucson, a team that finished 5-4-1 a 
year ago, will be seniors Steve Fair 
(5-11, 185), Felipe Espino (6-1, 205), 
Veron Chapple (5-11, 200) and Efren 
Cantu (5-10, 215). 

Junior Ron Huerta (6-0, 180) is the 
likely starter at quarterback, while 
Cleven Doty (5-7, 160) and La Marc 
Cole (5-8, 165) will see action at half- 
back and wide receiver, respectively. 

Of course, Tucson will sorely miss 
the sparkling play of Sean and Lamar 
Harris, both of whom are now Arizona 
Wildcats.

SALPOINTE 


"We have no great speed," says 
Lancer coach Patrick Welchert, "but 
we have a good group of seniors." 

Fourteen veterans are still on hand 
from Salpointe's 5-5 squad of a year 
ago. Senior signal caller Jason Gisi 
heads the returnees. This 6-0, 185- 
pounder threw for over 1,200 yards 
last fall. 

Welchert is counting on senior 
scatback Craig Orozco (5-9, 160) to 
handle the majority of the running 
chores.

Of 
course, the Eagles' great Aaron 
Santini will be next to impossible to 
replace after firing for over 4,600 
yards in his prep career, but Vielledent 
is anxious to see what Sanders can 
do. 

The receivers previously mentioned 
are wideout Grant Bennett (6-0, 170) 
and tight end Richard Jones (6-2, 
180), both seniors. Bennett snared 36 
passes for 760 yards and nine scores 
last year, while Jones pulled down 25 
aerials himself. 

The leader up front is Scott 
McDaniel, a hefty 6-4, 244-pound 
senior who has started for three 
years. 

If Santa Rita is to mount a running 
game, the duo of juniors B.J. Clifford 
(5-9, 160) and Lance Bennett (5-11, 
175) should be highly visible. 

Vielledent could have some prob- 
lems on defense. Depth is a major 
concern too — as it is for all teams as 
the Tucson School District imposes a 
$175 participation fee for each 
athlete. 

We look for Santa Rita to be 
around the .500 mark, as it was in '89 
with a 4-6 final ledger.

The Dorados have some work to 
do, since they won just two of 10 con- 
tests last time out. Help is on the way, 
however, from a sharp 8-1 JV. 

This year's CDO club will look to 
seniors Chris Reimer (6-2, 200, TE), 
Trey Brown (5-10, 155, WR), Cam 
Welander (6-1, 205, OL), Brian 
Bundrick (6-3, 205, LB), Ron Evans 
(5-11, 225, DL) and junior Jeremy 
Evans (6-3, 215, OL) to show the way.

Hard-running Bill Swoger leads a 
contingent of 21 lettermen back in 
uniform for coach Jeff Scurran. 
Swoger, at 6-2 and 205 pounds, has 
4.6 speed and he used it well in '89, 
scampering for 1,250 yards rushing 
on his way to all-league honors. 
Watch for Swoger to be one of the 
best running backs in the state this 
year — at any level. 

He'll be joined in the backfield by 
third-year starting quarterback Tom 
Brown (6-2, 180) and running back 
Marc Martinez (5-11, 195). Senior Kip 
Canatsey (5-9, 155) is Sabino's best 
receiver. Martinez also was part of the 
Sabercats' highly-regarded defense 
last year, grabbing eight interceptions 
from his cornerback post. 

In fact, as formidable as the 


offense should be, the real strength of 
this team might be on the defensive 
side of the football. 

Linebacker Jarrett Hansen 
(6-2, 230) was the team's leading 
tackler last fall and he could be 
impossible to contain this time 
around. Other stalwarts include 
defensive end Cole Ford (6-3, 195) 
and free safety Manny Olague (6-2, 
195). Ford is extremely valuable not 
only on defense, but also as the 
Sabercats' punter and placekicker. He 
too was named all-league as a junior.
